and

country has always

supplied 
with an abundance of this class with 
no scruples as to the means they em -, 
ploy to win. 
Even if the other pow­ 
ers keep their hands off and the nation 
is allowed to take its

course, 
there must be years of turbulence and. 
very possibly, of civil war before they 
can grow to the stature of self-gov- j 
ernment. 
The tests of this develop­ 
ment will be the most severe the peo­ 
ple of Portugal have ever had to un­ 
dergo and only the future can deter­ 
mine whether they can meet them or 
not.

One of the most remarkable politi­

Hiram W. Johnson by the citizens of 
Sacramento and 
surrounding 
towns 
on the occasion of the gubernatorial 
candidate’s home-coming last Monday. 
According to despatches 
from 
that 
city, Sacramento practically took 
a 
day off to extend a welcome to John­ 
son and assure him of Its allegiance. 
In the evening a reception was held 
In the Assembly Chambers 
of 
the 
State Capitol, at which the crush was 
terrific. 
The 
reception 
committee 
alone was composed of more than two 
thousand representative 
citizens 
of 
Sacramento and adjoining cities. 
This demonstration was all the more 
significant by reason of the fact that 
four years ago Bell had the support 
of a large number of Sacramento Re­ 
publicans, who at that time were op­ 
posed to the Republican candidate on 
account of his Southern Pacific af­ 
filiations. 
This year Bell has no fol­ 
lowing among the Republicans of that 
city and his name is scarcely heard. 
The people are convinced that John­ 
son, and not Bell, is the man upon 
whom the state will have to depend 
to drive the Southern Pacific out of 
politics in California.. 


There is encouragement in the re­
